boys with good academ ic records 
have been arrested in connection 
with a tim e bomb discovered in the 
crowded bleachers of a graduation 
com m encem ent at their high school. 
Police said the youths, aged 15 and 
16, w ere picked up at their homes 
Monday and booked for investigation 
of constructing and planting a de­ 
structive device to dam age and in­ 
jure. 
The pipe bomb was spotted under 
the stadium stands at Lehigh High 
School by som e graduates shortly 
after they marched into the football 
bowl last Wednesday night 
The boys arrested for allegedly 
p la n tin g th e b o m b h a v e good 
academ ic records and one is an 
Eagle Scout, police said 
"T hey’re very intelligent boys, but 
they used their intelligence in the 
wrong w ay,” Sgt. Mike Destro 
He said the boys told officers the 
bomb w as only m eant to m ake a loud 
noise, as “ a practical joke.” They 
said they didn't get a chance to set 
the tim ing device, but police said it 
w as dangerous anyway. 
Officer Dennis Smith ran the bomb 
about 40 yards to the stadium goal 
posts and placed an unmarked patrol 
car betw een the bomb and the 
crowd Bomb squad m em bers deac­ 
tivated it. 
P olice technicians said the bomb 
contmed "sm okeless powder” of the 
type used to m ake bullets They said 
the d ev ice w as a fragm entation 
bomb “designed to kill and m aim ." 
Police said m ost of the crowd was 
unaware of the incident and the

Teller warns 


LIV ERM O RE (AP) - Hydrogen 
bomb archiect Edward Teller has 
retired with a warning that the 
greatest threat to technological ad 
vancement may be apathy. 
“ We take too much for granted. 
Teller complained at a news con­ 
ference Monday prior to retirement 
ceremonies “ Especially, the young 
people lack the awareness that is 
needed 
“ There is a problem in the decline 
of interest and awareness in science 
and technology. Without these we 
cannot solve any of our problems 
Teller has been a professor with 
the University of California for 21 
years and associate director of the 
Lawrence Livermore Laboratory for 
the past 15 years. 
A spokesman said the 67-year*Old 
Hungarian-born 
nuclear 
physicist 
would bet*ome professor emeritus 
and associate director emeritus and 
continue to work in his office at the 
laboratory 
Teller said he was retiring with 
as much anxiety as when he fl<*d Nazi 
Europe m 1935 
He said the dangers today ‘ are 
less apparent and more insidious 
and stem from a lack of under 
standing of the roles of science and 
technology 
"I feel like I did in 1935 — that oni> 
a miracle can save us ” the former 
refugee said 
“ Some of the things we opght to be 
doing are practicing conservation, 
developing 
more pptroleum 
resources, extracting more coal and 
transforming coal and oil shale into 
combustible gases,” he added 
Retired Lt Gen. Jimmy Doolittle, 
who led the first American air raid 
on Japan in World War II, presented 
Teller with a plaque from his col­ 
leagues The plaque contained the 
logos of all the universities and in­ 
stitution- the physicist had been af 
filiated with during his career 
Dr Roger Bat/el, director of the 
laboratory presented Teller with th**

Can bargain with your attorney now 


WASHINGTON (AP) — If you're 
planning to buy a house, write a will, 
get a divorce or open a small 
business, you may save money on 
legal fees because of a new Supreme 
Court decision. 
The court ruled 8 to 0 on Monday 
that state and local bar associations 
may not establish minimum fee 
schedules that are enforced with the 
threat of discipline against lawyers 
who charge less 
“ What does this mean for the con­ 
sumer? Lower prices and more com­ 
petition,” said Alan B. Morrison, the 
attorney for the Virginia husband 
and wife who brought the suit 
challenging the Fairfax County Bar 
Association's minimum fee sched­ 
ule. 
“ It means the consumer is going to 
be able to bargain with the lawyer 


for what the lawyer charges him, 
said Deputy Assistant Atty. Gen. 
Bruce B Wilson. 
The court decision appears to be 
the final blow ending the legal 
profession’s 179-year-old system of 
setting the minimum fees that 
lawyers may charge for their ser­ 
vices. 
The system began to crumble after 
Mr. and Mrs, Lewis Goldfarb took 
their case to court and the Justice 
Department filed a sim ilar suit 
against the Oregon State Bar. 
Minimum fee schedules at one 
time were in effect in 34 states, but 
the American Bar Association now 
says the number has dwindled to 
about 20 The ABA recently backed 
away from its past support for the 
system. 
At its strongest, the system 


threatened censure for lawyers who 
undercut the fee schedule on the 
theory that to charge less was a 
violation of professional ethics and 
would encourage shoddy legal work 
at cutrate prices. 
The system was most effective in 
enforcing minimum rates for the 
legal work required to buy a house 
and settle an estate, the occasions 
when consumers most often need an 
attorney, Wilson said in an inter­ 
view. 
Most state systems established a 
probate fee averaging 5 per cent of 
the estate, he said The fee for a real 
estate title search and other settle­ 
ment costs involved* in buying a 
house was about 1 per cent in Fairfax 
County, but varied nationally. 
B ar associations in northern 
Virginia abandoned the fee schedules 


after the Goldfarbs won a lower 
court d ecision. M orrison said 
homebuyers’ closing costs have 
dropped by one-third since then 
The Goldfarbs brought the suit 
after 20 different lawyers quoted the 
same charge. $522 50, for a title 
search on the $54,000 house they plan­ 
ned to buy. 
The fee schedule adopted by the 
Massachsuetts bar in 1972 provides 
examples of the charges established 
for other services; 
uncontested 
divorce, $300; organizing a corpora­ 
tion, $300; 
representing a client 
against a misdemeanor charge. $100; 
defending a client charged with a 
felony, $1,000; filing a suit for 
damages from an auto accident, one- 
third of the amount awarded 
The schedule also set a $35 fee for 
writing a will. “ Most people can 


write a simple will in half an hour. 
They all read the sam e,” Wilson 
observed. 
Wilson, who has played a major 
role in the antitrust division’s cam ­ 
paign against professional fee-fixing, 
conceded that attorneys may not 
automatically cut prices simply 
because the court ruled that the 
minimums can t be enforced. 
“But it will erode,” he insisted 
And if the Justice Department finds 
that bar groups? “ m aintain fee 
schedules for any length of time, 
they can expect to be sued." he 
said 
An ABA pool, taken a year ago. in­ 
dicated that minimum fee schedules 
were enforced in these states:

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Ford says Nelson A. Rockefeller has, 
been a good partner as vice presidentf 
and he hopes he will be his running 
mate in 1976. 
But Ford said Monday he will 
leave the choice up to the delegates 
at the Republican National Conven­ 
tion 
“ Both of us in these coming 
months will be submitting ourselves 
to the will of the delegates at the 
Republican National Convention in 
1976,” Ford said in a statement. 
“ I am confident both of us can con­ 
vince the delegates that individually 
and as a team we should be 
nominated,” the statement added 
The statement was released by 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen after 
Sen. Barry Goldwater, R-Ariz., sug­ 
gested that Rockefeller would m&ke 
a good secretary of state and that 
Ford should change running mates 
next year. 
Other Republican conservatives 
also are urging Ford to drop 
Rockefeller as his running mate. 
Rockefeller says the decision is up to 
Ford. 


R ockefeller dem onstrated his 
stand last week when he asked the 
New York State Republican party 
not to endorse him. The GOP com­ 
plied and endorsed only Ford. 
Ford’s statement on Rockefeller 
gave the vice president a strong en­ 
dorsement. 
“ My great admiration for Nelson 
Rockefeller is very well known,” the 
President said. “ I selected him for 
vice president because I respected 
bis judgm ent, exp erien ce and 
ability. 
“ I wanted a good partner for a vice 
president and he exceeded my expec­ 
tations,” Ford said. “ He has done a 
fine job in every way.” 


Asked if Ford will make a de­ 
termined effort to have Rockefeller 
on the GOP ticket next year, Nessen 
replied: 


“The President will be for Nelson 
R ockefeller for nomination. The 
delegates will make the decision. ” 
Nessen said Ford feels that every 
convention should be open until one 
candidate wins enough delegates to 
gain the nomination.

Family 'murder for money' 
scheme described at trial 


HAMILTON, Ohio (AP) - Jam es 
U. Huppert designed a “ murder for 
money” plan in which he hoped to 
destroy his entire family during an 
Easter Sunday gathering and inherit 
$300,000, Butler County Prosecutor 
John Holcomb says 
Holcomb also told a threejudge 
Common Pleas Court panel on the 
opening day of Ruppert s murder 
trial Monday that he would show that 
Ruppert shot his mother, brother, 
sister-in-law, and eight nieces and 
nephews after he failed in a scheme 
to gain control of his brother s sav­ 
ings account. 
Holcomb said in his opening state­ 
ment that Ruppert had hopes of gain­ 
ing the inheritance which would be 
left by his mother, Charity, and 
brother, Leonard, who lived with his 


wife and eight children, aged 4 to 17, 
in nearby Fairfield. Ohio. 
The prosecutor said the 41year-old 
unemployed draftsman planned to be 
apprehended for the slayings and 
that he had already determined that 
he would enter a plea of not guilty 
and not guilty by reason of insanity. 
Ruppert was charged with U counts 
of aggravated murder. 
“ With that end in view, he would 
be sent to Lima State Hospital for 
the crim inally insane, 
later be 
declared sane, and walk out a free 
man with $300,000 in his pocket, M the 
prosecutor said. 
Holcomb said the shooting started 
after Ruppert emerged from his 
room during a family gathering at 
his mother’s home, carrying three 
revolvers and a rifle.

ERS: My husband and I 
were two of the fortunate 
people to get a Vietnamese 
child during the recent 
baby lift. We had been try­ 
ing for over a year, so 
naturally we were thrilled 
when we discovered that 
our time had come. We had 
always wanted a son and 
we d decided that when we 
could adopt a child we 
would name him after my 
husband's brother who died 
in the war. So. before this 
child arrived, in our minds 
we'd name him Roger. 
Now. our babv is here 


and we're thrilled but my 
sister-in-law thinks it’s ter­ 
rible of us not to call him 
by his own name — his 
Vietnamese name, that is. 
which neither of us can 
even pronounce. She seems 
to think this is very impor­ 
tant Neither my husband 
nor I want to do anything to 
hinder the mental or 
physical health of our ba­ 
bv, but we re so confused 
now. we re just calling him 
“ Baby” or “ Buster’’ and I 
know that’s wrong What 
do you think0 — S.T 
Dear S T. : I. tend to go 
along with the view that it 
is best to keep the child's 
given name because it is an 
important part of his iden­ 
tity. and when he is having 
to face so many changes, 
this becomes even more 
important than it would 
naturally be 
Make a point of learning 
to pronounce his name cor­ 
rectly for that will help to 
reassure the child and give 
him some feeling that at 
least part of him is on 
familiar ground 
Dr. Jean Carlin, who 
served in Southeast Asia 
with Volunteer Physicians 
for Vietnam and is now as­ 
sociate dean of the College 
of Medicine at the Cniver- 
sitv of California at Irvine, 
feels it is of major impor­ 
tance that the Vietnamese 
child over 6 or 8 months old 
be allowed to keep his 
name She has also offered 
some other very sound sug­ 
gestions for new parents of 
Asian children.

them to make drastic 
cultural changes as slowly 
and gradually as possible 
and to be aware that what 
we take for granted may 
mean an enormous change 
to a child raised in areas 
where often there are no 
bods and no indoor plumb­ 
ing. for example.

parents let any child over 2 
choose between silverware 
and chopsticks and that the 
child will be healthier if. at 
least for the first few 
months, ho has his bowls of 
rice and thin rice soup plus 
some new American foods, 
(live the child as much 
freedom as possible and 
help him to feel at home by 
letting him hold his bowl 
under his chin and squat on 
his haunches instead of sit­ 
ting on a chair as long as he 
chooses to do so. 
For the first few months, 
let the child choose 
between sleeping on a bed 
or on the floor with a 
blanket and stuffed toy, or 
even a family dog or cat. If 
the child brought any toy 
or any object from home 
let him keep it as it helps a 
child 
to have some 
reminder of what was left 
behind. It will be his 
security blanket 
Parents should relax and 
try not to force new pat­ 
terns on the children In 
time, when they become 
more adjusted and relax­ 
ed. they will automatically 
decide to try to do what 
those around them do in 
this new land Generally, 
they should be allowed to 
make this transition at 
their own time 
Dr 
Carlm also warns 
that these children may be 
alarmed and frightened by 
lightning, thunder, sirens 
or any kind of loud noise in­ 
cluding fireworks, but that 
they may not be able to ex­ 
press their fears Parents 
should expect this and give 
the child as much love and 
support as possible at all 
times. 
I think any parents who 
adopt children soon learn 
that flexibility is essential 
for the welfare of the child 
Often, adoptive parents 
have to change their owm 
pace and learn to wait 
patiently for the child to 
come to them. Eventually, 
if there is enough love, 
trust and understanding, 
this will happen

The Brown adm inistration 
said Monday it will save 
hundreds of thousands ot 
tax dollars and cut red tape 
by knocking out a corner­ 
sto n e of fo rm e r Gov. 
Ronald R eagan's welfare 
reform s 
Mario Obledo, Gov. Ed­ 
mund Brown J r .’s health 
and w elfare se c re ta ry , 
said he is elim inating the 
so-called p rio r a u th o r­ 
ization requirem ent for the 
2 6 million people in the 
multibillion dollar Medi- 
Cal program. 
‘This will elim inate the 
need for at least one m il­ 
lion telephone calls and the 
unnecessary filling out, 
mailing and processing of 
eight m illion pieces of 
paper which physicians, 
p h a rm a c ists and o th er 
health care providers m ust 
now submit to the State 
D epartm ent of 
Health, 
Obledo said. 
Last year, Obledo said, 
th e d e p a rtm e n t sp e n t 
$900.000 in clerical salaries 
that cut only $300,000 from 
fees requested for physi­ 
cian office visits. 
■ This resulted in a net 
loss of $600.000 to the tax­ 
payers. $2 million of doctor 
tim e spent on form s rather 
than patient care and delay 
of n eeded s e rv ic e s to 
400,000 sick Californians,” 
he said.

Reagan pushed through a 
s e r ie s of c h a n g e s in

M edi-C al, 
which he said would cut 
state costs. 
One of the changes was 
to req u ire a M edi-C al

t h i r d r o u t i n e d r u g 
prescription in a month has 
had to gain approval from 
a state consultant. 
Forty-eight 
consultants 
throughout the state have 
been taking the phone calls 
and granting approval to 98 
per cent of the requests, 
departm ent records show. 
Patients generally had to 
wait 20 m inutes for a dec i- 
sion.

Open Choices with the aid of an in­ 
vestor will then repair the homes 
within 90 days and place them on the

If the experim ental project proves 
successful, the program may be ex­ 
panded at a later date 
The project is still to be approved 
by HUD 
In other business, the council re­ 
je c te d a P lan n in g C om m ission

zones 
The action was at least a tem ­ 
porary victory for a group of second 
hand furniture dealers who w ere ap­ 
pealing enforcem ent of the o r­ 
dinance, which prohibits the display 
of m ost used item s outdoors.

The Upland City Council adopted a 
$8,145.000 budget for the 1975-76 
fiscal year at its Monday m eeting 
with the m inim um am ount of fan­ 
fare. 
The proposed budget includes 
$100.000 which was granted to com ­ 
m unity o rg a n iz a tio n s d u rin g a 
special request m eeting last week. It 
also includes a five per cent pay hike 
for city em ployes effective July 1. 
Mayor Abner Haldeman said "This 
is still a very austere budget and 
doesn't include many of the services 
we wish we could cover. But it does 
reflect the current financial belt- 
tightening of the nation." 
According to City M anager Lee 
Travers, the tax rate for Upland 
should rem ain the sam e if the city's 
assessm ent figures are what it ex­ 
pects. The current tax rate is $1.86 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
"W e won’t have the assessm ent 


figures until August," T ravers said 
"B ut we don't anticipate any tax rate 
change at this tim e." 
During a public hearing on am end­ 
m ents to the m erit rules of the city, 
Jo e W oodford, representing city 
em p lo y es, p re se n te d a p etition 
signed by 116 em ployes protesting 
the proposal to replace four legal 
holidays with floating holidays. 
The m erit com m ittee had sug­ 
gested that, to better serve the 
public, city services should be open 
on Lincoln s Birthday, Admission 
Day, Columbus Day and state elec­ 
tion days and em ployes should be 
granted "floating holidays" instead 
Woodford said the em ployes were 
willing to trade Columbus Day for 
the Friday after Thanksgiving, but 
did not want the other holidays 
changed, 
"If this happens, an employe has 
no idea which day he will be perm it­ 
ted to take off," said Woodford.

Two w eeks ago. a m an cam e 
through here and let two lovely, big 
dogs out of his car and drove oft One 
of the dogs is a G erm an shepherd 
.ind the other is a mixed breed 


It is white with a black patch over 
both eyes that extends over his nose 
and one ear 
Since it is tim e to 
license dogs, it would be my guess 
that they no longer could afford to 
pay for the license or the required 
shots, therefore they felt they needed 
to get rid of the anim als However — 
isn’t there som e way they could do 
this without either subjecting the 
residents of this area to stray dogs or 


— worse yet — leasing two rather 
large dogs to fend for them selves? 
I called the shterff to see if we 
couldn't get the dogs pic ked up They 
gave me the num ber of rabies con­ 
trol — which 1 called with the sam e 
answ er — they don't come into our 
area to pick up stray anim als. They 
did give m e a toll free number to 
call, which is anim al control for this 
area. I did exactly ,js they told me. 
But, when the truck cam e and the 
dogs w eren't in the im m ediate area 
of my home, the driver told m e that 
he didn’t have tim e to drive up and 
down the streets looking for the 
anim als and that I must get the 
anim als contained in my back yard 
and when they were .¡gain in the 
area. I could get th< m to take the 
dogs with them 
This is easier said than done I do 
have a dog of my own and 1 also have 
a very' sm all back'.a; 1 Even if I had 
a large back vard 1 < 
.ldn't do this 
for that would mean t* ding the dogs 
for however long it w u! 1 take them 
to get here to pick the m up We are 
retired and living on j very limited 


income, so this would be rather a 
problem for us I was also told that 
this area ‘‘voted down a leash law . 
Is this any reason for allowing the 


residents of any unincorporated area 
to be deluged with pets that others no 
longer w ant9 Just what can we do to 
get this sort of thing stopped9 How 
can we get rabies control or anim al 
control to do the job that the tax­ 
payers' money is supposed to be 
spent for9 The longer the dogs are al­ 
lowed to roam , the bigger threat 
they are to all the people of the area, 
for thev get hungrier by the day.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The news from the Interior 
D epartm ent is. well, glum Awful. One can become cal­ 
lous to governm ent bulletins concerning war, pestilence, 
even famine — the world is, as we ve come to know, inde­ 
cent. But the spirit sinks like a stone in an oily pond to 
learn that, butterflies have become the first insect to be 
placed on the threatened species list. 
Cockroaches, fine. Mosquitoes, okay Bedbugs, spiders 
or tics. But butterflies? It's too much True. Interior 
reports that as of now only two species are threatened, 
and they lim ited to the Florida Keys, the Schaus and the 
Baham anian swallowtails But 41 other types are also un­ 
der study as to num bers and may very well be added 
later For anyone who has laid in a meadow and watohe<, 
a yellow monarch milk the flowers, it is a dark moment 
for man. 
1 know there are those of you w ho will disagree Recall­ 
ing the ravages in your cabbage patch, you may praise the 
passing of the butterfly as also the end of the caterpillar. 
And certainly anvone with a porch light may hope that the 
moth too. a damn thing adm ittedly, will likewise soon suf­ 
fer the fate of the swallowtails. 
As for me. though. I’m struck by the prospect of any 
loss at all of the family lepidoptera. Noble creatures. I in­ 
sist There are, the biologists say. 10.000 species of but­ 
terflies in the world. 700 of them in America — and this is 
not enough 
I once caught one in Australia with a 
wingspan of six inches — and that was not big enough. No 
staller with a net. I. tor one believe the preservation of 
dead things morbid - but 1 am an awed spectator 
For the student, the butterfly is of singular interest 
Neither bird nor creeper, it nonetheless incorporates the 
m ost rem arkable features of both — and then some But­ 
terfly larvae account for a $500 million genuine silk in­ 
dustry, are left in the bottles of Mexican tequilla to 
signify authenticity, and in some species display color un­ 
excelled in nature. Concerning this adult butterfly itself, 
it rem ains alm ost a fragile m ystery: the wings do not 
move by muscles, but rather levers connected to the ex­ 
pansion and contraction of the thorax: and their coloring 
is only partly by pigmentation, the greater effect being 
created by arrangm ents of scales which create optim al 
phenomena of reflection 
This fragility, by the way. is not absolute In great 
num bers even butterflies can be treacherous There is a 
storv, never authenticated, of a ship “attacked 
by but­ 
terflies in 1919 The vessel, the S S Adler, was allegedly 
crossing the Persian Gulf heavy- with cargo when enor­ 
mous sw arm s of butterflies settled on the deck, their 
combined weight is said to have sunk the ship Y es9 No! 
Scientists do say flocks of the insects weigh in the tons. 
As for even greater m ystery related to the fluttering 
things. I recall a personal incident in India some years 
ago Walking through the old city of Delhi I was ap­ 
proached by a robed peddler selling live butterflies in tinv 
cages The man. ancient, as are peddlers inevitably in In­ 
dia. opened one of the cages and a bluish insect flew out — 
right to his ear. where it landed as if trained to do so. 
Then the peddler waves his hand in front of his face, 
wht'reupon the butterfly floated off the one ear and unto 
another. 
The old man said he cam e from a village where the but­ 
terfly was venerated Where their killing was outlawed 
Where a mark of good fortune was a butterfly on the 
ledge. But how did he train the butterfly? Most do not live 
long enough to respond to anything save instinct I told the 
old man 1 was dumbfounded, that 1 did not want to buy a 
butterfly, but that I would pay him for his show 
Then a most exceptional thing occurred As 1 handed 
the man a small denomination note, he crum pled it up and 
tossed it into the air — where, honest, it becam e a butter­ 
fly and flew to his ear. 
M agic9 I believe in it. particularly where butterflies 
are concerned Now anyway. Thus the news from the 
interior D epartm ent stuns One of the good things of life 
is fantasy, and the butterfly is just that, only that, nothing 
else We don't need its oil. its hide, its m eat, only its fan­ 
tasy — and we need that with increasing ardor

DEAR E. G.: Yes, it’s possible that parakeet passion 
could be put off by the Gipper’s barking Nor would his 
nighttime silence help parakeet productivity much, since 
(for the birds, anyway) nighttimes for roosting, not 
romancing. 


DEAR DR MILLER: Is it bad for a puppy to begin 
training him too soon? — S W. 
DEAR S W : Training too soon isn’t likely if teaching ef­ 
forts are molded to the capabilities of the canine student. 
Any puppy past weaning gradually can begin to learn His 
retention is comparatively poor, his concentration span 
remarkably short, yet he can make a start and without 
pounding down his psyche in the process Above all, be 
gentle, and use plenty of praise. Training sessions should 
be ultra short, but persistence and patience will prove 
rewarding Results often exceed what should be very 
modest expectations 


DEAR DR. MILLER My cat was suspected of having a 
cancer called lymphosarcoma It is my understanding 
that lymphosarcoma, which is found in a lot of cats, is 
caused by the feline leukemia virus. My cat was tested for 
feline leukemia, and the test was negative Doesn t this 
mean, then, that my cat would not have the lymphosar­ 
coma? 1 may be confused but wouldn’t it be true that if 
the feline leukemia were not present, the lymphosarcoma 
could not be present, either? — K Y 
DEAR K.Y.: It s easy to be confused about feline 
leukemia and associated problems, but a great deal of 
work is being done with this important disease group to 
clarify its many aspects. It is true that the feline 
leukemia virus does cause feline lymphosarcoma Unfor­ 
tunately, the antibody test used to locate the presence of 
feline leukemia virus in the blood cannot be used as a 
specific test for lymphosarcoma One out of four cats 
with lymphosarcoma may be negative to the leukemia 
blood test. Conversely, a positive leukemia blood test 
would not prove lymphosarcoma was present Specific 
lymphosarcoma diagnosis would be dependent on finding 
cells of this cancer in the bone marrow, blood, or in a sec­ 
tion of tissue (biopsy).

The reverse is also true, of course 
Some of the worst accidents occur 
when the driver is feeling very jolly, 
singing, laughing, living it up — or 
un-angry. and non-hostile to the point 
of dozing off at the wheel. Like ther s 
two sides to the coin. eh. Doc° 
But he has a point. There is a 
definite co rrela tio n . he syas, 
between personality traits and driv­ 
ing records. It that young tiger gets a 
traffic ticket, it will probably be for 
speeding, reckless driving, tail­ 
gating, or some other impetuous and 


dangerous deed 
If his paunchy 
bespectacled father gets tabbed, it 
will be for driving too slowly on the 
freeway or overtime parking 
Anger, anxiety, tension and un­ 
easiness, usually not related to the 
driving, make poor and often 
dangerous drivers of us. The 
mechanical ability to operate a ear 
and the capability to judge speed and 
distance are often the least of the de­ 
mands To make the most of these, 
the driver must have himself in men­ 
tal and emotional control 
This leads to all sorts of problems 
for the California Highway Patrol. 
It's one thing to smell a guy’s breath 
and give him a roadside sobriety 
test, it's quite another to work out

Christmas was coming We were 
doing some remodeling of the house 
1 was working at a new job — but I 
was feeling great. 1 had energy to 
spare I was also drinking lots of cof­ 
fee or spiced tea with lots of sugar 
and the usual candy, sweets and 
whatnot around at Christmas time 
My entire house was flooded by a 
broken water pipe There was com­ 
pany late at night and a drink once in 
a while. There were three deaths in 
our family in six weeks, then my hus­ 
band asked for a divorce. And, the 
day after Christmas I got sick and 
started screaming Two days later I 
came back to 1975; I had lived back 
in 1956 for two days. Guess I went 
back to a “Happier time” In my life. 
I have been treated cautiously like 


“Poor Jane — she's kinda — well you 
know, and “knock it off. you are not 
REALLY sick, you are just feeling 
sorry for yourself ’’ What do they 
know0 
I am following my doctor’s orders 
rest, strict diet, no sugar, no booze, 
it’s a wonderful diet And, 1 am alone 
at last Praise the Lord! Please send 
me any information you have on 
hypoglycemia. Everyone has his own 
ideas on it — am I just feeling sorry 
for myself (I do kinda) or am 1 “off 
my rocker?” HELP! You are a doc­ 
tor, and you should know I feel that 
any emotional upset could still send 
me reeling off a cliff into the cold. 
DEAR READER — One of several 
reasons there are so many different 
ideas about hypoglycemia (low blood 
sugar) is that it is a symptom and 
can be caused by several different 
conditions Some of the symptoms 
are the same regardless of the cause 
Severe low blood glucose levels 
can induce shock and loss of con­ 
sciousness 
Insulin shock used in 
treating certain psychiatric dis­ 
orders does that to patients The in- 


sulin lowers the blood sugar until 
shock and associated symptoms 
develop 
L ess se v e r e sy m p to m s of 
hypoglycemia and simple anxiety 
can be the same. Both anxiety and 
low blood sugar cause a release of 
adrenaline which causes sweating, 
tremors, heart pounding and symp­ 
toms often attributed to low blood 
sugar The problem is sorting out 
whether the adrenaline release was 
triggered by anxiety or by low blood 
sugar. 
The important thing Is to be sure 
you get the right treatment, and it 
sounds like you are. Treating a 
patient with anxiety or other 
emotional problems for low blood 
sugar and neglecting the real 
problem 
won’t help m atters. 
Similarly, treating the emotional 
symptoms that can occur m some 
cases of low blood sugar without 
re c o g n iz in g or tr e a tin g the 
hypoglycemia and its real cause is 
not usually successful, either If you 
have both, you need management for 
both

Abdul-Jabbar, 28. who had asked to 
be traded, said the New York Knicks 
were his first choice, but it appeared 
to him they didn't really want him 
‘‘I had a strong desire to go to New 
York.

for the year). I did that, so 1 can t 
complain.” 
Jenkins had a five-stroke lead 
when the double round began He 
retained it with a two-under-par 69 in 
the morning round, then just held off 
Miller by one stroke with an after­ 
noon 72 He finished with a 275 total, 
nine-under-par 
The key was a clutch, 15-foot, par- 
saving, downhill putt on the 71st hole 
“ That was the putt that won the 
t o u r n a m e n t , ” s ai d J e n k i n s , 
previously a non-winner in three 
years on the tour.

Jenkins, who had to resort to some

Cassell said the Soviets 
had earlier signed a con­ 
tract granting the AAU the 
television

country for the customary 
exhibition meet, but they 
have now decided to re­ 
nege on that agreement. 
“ Without 
the 
revenue 
that would accrue to us 
from television." 
he ex- 
plainod, “ we are unable to 
finance the trip .” 
A team of approximately

have been sent to Kiev 
Cassell said he had made 
repeated efforts
